Dear Harold, 

Thank you for your mailings of 8/5 and 8 / 8 . 

We do not have the California AG's report on paramilitary organizations 
(although I guess we could get it) or anything on Bob Brown... I don’t know 
the references for the Youngblood articles and picture; it would be easiest 
to have Hal take care of this by mail. 

I sent the Randle reports (SS 1?6; CD 21, pp. 29-31) to Dick Bernabei, as 
you requested. By now you should have received the copy I sent you, along with 
a. short piece by Thornley and the request for the microfilming of the indices 
(all those listed in. Rhoads* letter except CD 441, 693 , 722, 897). I sent 
separately issue 58 of Open City , which had your first letter. I will make you 
a copy of the ONI file microfilm shortly; do you want the FPCC file (about 600 
pages) also? 

I doubt that the Ruby notebook would be in the Texas archives; at least 1 
don't thxnk I saw it there. Perhaps Penn Jones could check. It looks to Jim S. 
snd me like the T-Z pages as well as the 0 page are missing; perhaps they were 
sill omitted because they were blank? 

I got no response from N.O. to my letter of June 14, of which you have a 
oopy, on Marty Abelow. Could you ask Louis if they are interested in him just 
sis a bystander (presumably innocent, maybe not) to Oswald's literature 
distribution on 6 / 16 / 63 , or for seme other reason? We are quite curious. 

Can you now reveal the name of the large European power you referred to 
0«_ in N.O, (page 401)? Is this the same thing Garrison was discussing recently? 

.Are you interested in Nadine Bestougeff (unspecified involvement alleged - CD 14, 

CD 301, CD 371), in this connection or otherwise? 

According to HUAC's chief investigator, Reverend R.E. Davis of Dallas 
organized the Original Knights of the Ku Klux Klan in i 960 . (Hearings, 1/4/66, 
p. 2334) This may or may not be the R.E. Davis mentioned by Milteer (CD 1347, p. 120). 

I am enclosing the correspondence (11 pp. ) relating to my so far unsuccessful 
attempt to get the copy of the ’'Crime Against Cuba" pamphlet which Oswald gave 
to Quigley. If, as I expect, this copy did have the 544 Camp Street address, it 
appears to have been emitted from all FBI reports before the assassination; 
even worse, the FBI apparently didn’t point out to the Commission that they had 
known of this address in . connection with Oswald before the assassination. The 
EEI was quite eager to steer the Secret Service away from this angle. I don’t 
expect to get this pamphlet from either the Justice Department or the Archives; 
you might want to add it to your suit if you do file one. The attached little 
Archives project relates to this item.
